Valuable Manure ••causa of Its Car­ 
bonic Acid, to Nacaaaary for 
Revitalizing tha Earth. 


In n handful of snow there might 
be 20,000 cryitals, and no two of them 
would be alike. 
Sleet la snow which. In Its passage 
to the earth, has passed through n lay­ 
er of warm er air. and become partially 
melted. 
Snow la early or late, according to 
w hether the summer was short and 
soon over or extended to the autumn. 
A short, early summer, means that the 
earth cools more quickly. 
Ground which is covered with snow 
very rarely falls below freezing point, 
although the air may be fifteen to tw en­ 
ty degrees colder.

Snow is, literally, a valuable 
manure, and nourishes the earth with 
Its carbonic ad d . which penetrates 
slowly Into the sol! and I* thus fully 
absorbed.
